SASKATOON (CUP) - A gen- 
eral meeting of striking law 
students voted Monday to end 
the five day old boycott of classes. 
Hie vote was 101 to 71 with 19 
4tjabstentions. /

reception of a letter from Dean 
Roger Carter wliich offered tlie 
establishment of a fhre-member 
Dean's committee composed of 
two law students, two faculty 
menbm^d ,a chainnan from 
ouâ^jjpîel coU^e. The com- 
mittee.* will be aslced to review 
examination procedures and 
methods of evaluation and to 
make recommendations to the 
Dean on the establishmoit of an 
examfaiations policy fai- the Col- 
lege of Law. ; 

The 4^te^^jiK8^ed by 
lengthy'^^'âisciinior^'^^wfaèther 
or not Dean Carter's letter was 
a substantial improvement on his 
original position which has 
been twice rejected by students. 
The settlement offered|ni^^com- 

gmitnaent , to . provide Ii^tude^in- . 

^violvement on admSSlrai^or 
tenure committees, nor ' on 
Faculty Council. 

The two student members of 
the committee will be chosen by 
Carter from . ten nombiees of 
the Law Students' Association. 

Dissatisfaction with thé'Dean's 
letter was expressed by most 
speakers at the meeting, but 
most also felt that continuation 
of the strike would not better

Alumni debate Women's Lib

CJAD radio announcer Andy 
Barrie defended his station last 
. night agahist charges of anti- 
female commercialism^, during 
a- panel discussion on Women's 
liberation sponsored fay the Mc- 
Gin Young Alumni. Several 

- members of the audience pohited 
. to such features of his. program 
like "A&P CalUng" to prove 
that CJAD and its advertisers 
assume 'a low intelligence bi 
women listeners. 

Barrie replied that "women 
can't, afford to be bitellectual" 
with most of their time devoted 
to various domestic problems. 
' The two other pandists, Chris- 
thie Gaiside, a Sir (korge philo- 
sophy professor who tâches a 
coune on "The Nature of Wo- 

j man", and Betty Shapiro, Mont- 
real ioumaUst, argued over the 
defhiition and meaning of Women's 
Lib, whk± Shapiro described 
as; a;^^ ''militant, shrill, excithig 
noE[^nçwàMnt" that has detour- 
edïmaïQ^^iiùng women from more 



hnpdrtant problems that confront 
both sexes. She added that the 
movement was "above all ve^y 
old-fashitmed" and has .beeo^an 
"underiybig current" IttIiioug|&~ 
otit much of history. ' 

Garside rejected thb because 
"people are questionhig the whole 
structure of patriarchy itselT', 
for the first time. She discussed 
the role of the male^ybo^female 
liberation and co^ttded|that 
since female infçriolij^''^is. con- 
venient to men, women 'must 
act' as the "catalysts" of change 
but that "any kind of women's 
liberation must hievitably lib- 
erate men". She defhied the es- 
sence of liberatkin as "awakenhig 
a desire for sdf-deteiminatlon.'' , 
Barrie was' disturbed Iqr' what 
he called the "new frigidity" 
of women. He said that they re- 
treat into themsdves hi a par- 
alld of men's locker-room hu- 
mour. .He said the mascuUniza- 
tk>n_of women was completdy 
wrong and what must be done is 
''tOjinakè^attiactive fai the male 
'tife^ialtties' that have) always 



been attractive in women and in 
humanity hi general." 

Garside and ^ Shapiro' agreed 
that "complemaitaty rdation- 
ships'- are needed- and rejected 
the subjugation of either sex by 
the other. Shaphn called for a 
real free choice for women bet- 
ween a career and domestic life, 
' accordmg to vriiat best suits them 
.'as ;^imuui,ij)dngs, . but Gaiside 
stated|i^Ibis choice disgusts 
roe" ''since she saw no reason 
why women couldn't combine the 
two roles.

About 50 students showed up 
last Friday for the flist orga- 
nizational meeting of the Biology 
, Students Union. . 

Most of the time was taken up 
in planning for a Februaiy teach- 
in series, and in decting an 
interim executive. 

The new BSU combines the 
former Biology Undergraduate 
Society, and the now defunct 
Biology Society. The BUS!' hid 
in the past worked for greater 
student participation in depart- 
ment decisions, while the Biolo- 
gy Society. had been more con- 
cerned^ with organizing speakers 
programmes^ ,- '^^udj^providing 
laboratory sparai'i^fo^ students 
interested in canying on experi- 
mental work outside their course 
requirements.

The BSU is planning faitéâciiï 
in seriâ in February whlcff?^ 
cbnsbt of at least three sessions. 
At the fint session. Dr. John 
Southin,. associate professor of 
genetics will explain the new ' 
modular approach being, followed 
in a combined McGiU-Sir George 
CEGEP course given by him this 
^.year. 

Another session will give the 
Instructional - Communication 
Center, and the Center for Learn- 
ing and Development an opportu- 
nity to demonstrate multi-media 
tediniques available for teaching. 

The final session, said Atkin- 
son, '-will be a "rap session" 
where professors and students 
will meet and where students can 
offer their criticisms. 

When asked if the BSU was

Food Sciences cut? 

byZe'evlonIs 

The admhiistration of the University of Toronto has proposed 
action to phase oui the Faculty of Food Scienca. 

Tlie Faculty, the. only one' of its' kind in Ontario, trains people 
to occupy jobs which offer important contributions to the community, 
the hospitals, puUtc health programmes, the food, textile and related 
industries. 

Ibe reasons cited by the Admhiistration of U of T were prinr 
dpaltyiOnancial, revolving around the projected costs of maintain- 
ing and upgrading the standards of the FjKUlty.slUs economic tight- 
ening, which is presently a major probleiff ln UofT,' forced Uie Ad- 
ministration to institute a policy of non-salary spending cuts of 15%. 

Dr. John Hamilton, vice-president for Health Sciences, who 
first made the suggestion of a phase-out, defended his propwal by 
stressing three pohits: insufficient demand, hi^ cost per. student, 
and the availability of shnilar courses elsewhere in the province. 

However, the acthig Dean of the Faculty, Professor Iva-Amis* 
fanng, said hi a statement; "Contrary to figures recently published, 
*''*?fiP?9î$fc*9.**'' including seven graduate studoits with a 
student-staff ratio exceeding seven to one. 

"This is higher than for some of the oUier professional faculties, 
In addition, approximately 200 students in other Health Science Fac- 
ulties lake courses provided by the Faculty of Food Sciences. Up- 
gradbig courses to other students are offered through the Depar- 
ment of Ebrtension hi evening aiid summer sessions." 

She added^Uat^Graduates are members of and leaders in pro- 
fessional organizatidiis such as the Canadian Dietetic Association, 
Canadian Institute of Food Technology and Canadian Home Econom- 
ics Association." . ^ 

Various students enrolled ta the Faculty have rallied to save 
the course. So far they haveinanaged^postpone the implementa-

NO ADMSSION CHARGE 
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ùst yesur's Report on Rights and Responsibilities lias alntost been 
foigotten. Since the resignation of Leon St-Pierre last August the 
conunittee has biled to select a new chairman and prospects for meet- 
ings of the group in the near future are, at best, unceitab. 

Tlie committee's report came out last Febniaiy with a vague out- 
line of the ri^ and responsibilities of each member of the univenity 
community. The discipline Code is ostensibly designed to keep the 
uhhrersityrunnhig effectively. ^ 

Not everyone is quite 9ure what 'effectively' should mean but the 
report, it is clear, proposes measures that can only be called repres- 
sive. 

Opposition to the proposed code has been widespread from both 
students and faculty and it was the depth.and intensity of the criticism 
that forced the committee to hold off implementation of the code last 

year. . ' ' c^fe^i*-'- 

Tbé biaction of thé committee has now relegated thdrirqxnt-to 

relative obscurity and it is a very real possibility that the code will be 

implemented in its present form. 

The enactment only requires the approval of Senate and it is un- 

certkhi that students could mount much of a coalition with faculty to stop 

an attempted ratification. i 
I What are the conq)lahits about the code? To begin with, any form 

of protest Uke last year's Chickenshit Brigade guerrilla .theatre would 

be banned. . 

Interrupting any meeting will be a 'faux pas'. Physical protest of 
any kind, (noisiness, etc) will be punishable by dismissal from a class 
or even the school, bi short, there is no way to voice complahits unless 
people join the meny-gofound of complabit procedures that hâve 
been'plaiined;j,^^^;j;'i^j^ç^^;., v.^ ' • 

Fotmer^student'seiùtor P^^ CMnloy, emphasized that the "am- 
biguous wording will allow any disciplinary officer to carry out a ven- 
detta." And the only caution the committee reconunends is that the 
rides be enforced with "comnassion". 

The Report recommends a Code not very different from the one 
faistituted at Sir George Williams University, following the computer 
bunUng of February 1969. ' . ' 

The very fact that our Committee on Rights and Responsibilities 
was formed hi August of 1969, after the SGWU code had come out is 
hardly a cohicidence. Remembering the strikes, disruptions of Senate 
and the Board, by McGill students pushhig for reform encouraged the. 
school to foUowSii^eorge's example. . 

LastT^^t^Kwrned students stopped the Report from behig im- 
(dementedifor^thiiTiBBdemic year..Àt the beginning of the report, the 
' conunittee admits that more work has to be' done but "it is suitable for 
immediate implementation". This was of course a loophole so that the 
report could be passed quickly should any trouble arise. ' ' ' 

Now the conunittee has stalled, for reasons only they know. Our 
guess is that they are afraid to hold open meetings to discuss the 
recommendations, knowing full wdl that the report's many inadequacies 
floopboles and vague phrases to ensure that theh* power is maximized) 
: have and will be pobted out.

emotion, and has been seen as the be^nning of the new 
nationalism gaining ground in tliis decade in dihada. In a 
sense, it was Fitting that the debate should have inspired so 
much enthusiasm (pro and con), for fla^ have throughout 
histoiy been the most important of all national symbols, and 
as such can show at a glance much of the historical develop- 
ment and present political form of many states. 

In the case of Canada, for ezaipple, prwilncial flags show 
cleariy the pre-Locldan nature of the United Empire Loya- 
lists; many provinces still retain variants of royalist sym- 
bols or the Union Jack (indeed, the Newfoundland flag is the 
Union Jade). As for Quebec, the blue-and-white fleur de lys 
flag hicorporates the royalist symbols of Bourbon France, 
and reflects the Catholic-royalist nature of old Quebec.

European flags can be dWided bito three groups-Chris- 
tian-feudid, bourgeois^md those of the Soviet bloc countries. 

Christian-feudal flags are based on heraldic medieval 
banners and are found primarily in monarchies. Thus, the 
Union Jade (actually, the royal, not national, flag, of Great 
Britahi) incorporates hi its design the crosses of St George, 
St Andrew and St Patrick (for England, Scotland and Ireland) 
and was adopted at the time of the Act of Union, 1801. Be- > 
' sides, this flag, there' are Utoally hundreds of send-feudal 
flags in Britain, for various geographical entities (like the 
Channd Islands, say), coriwrate groups, and of course 
royalty and aristocracy (interestin^y enough, the Queen as 
head of the Commonwealth Domhiions also has personal 
flag! for these countries - includhig one for Canada). 
■ ..^Tbe.DOttbem tier of monarchies - Denmaric, Swedai, 
' iwrway^^also have Christian flap with large crosses, and 
thdr ensigns (naval flags) are even more feudal, behig 
pennant4ike hi shape. Svritzerland, although a republic, b 
(fisthictly feudal-corporate in form and structure - and as 
such, flies the white cross on red background used by the 
Crusaders! As for Greece, its royal flag is, hiteresthigly 
enough, blue and white - the colours of the Bavarian prin- 
ces, who were its first lulers after 1831. 

Bourgeob flags are usuaUy displayed by countries that ' 
evolved out of commercial republics (Ndherlahds), were - 
unified by 19th coitiny liberals (Italy) or had revolutions 
' (France). Most of these flap are vertical or horizontal, 
tricolours, reflecthig the univerealistic liberalism of the 
national founders, who wanted to avoid all monarchical 
symbols. Thus the future founders of Irish Republic dbni- 
nated the medieval haip after.the 1916 Easter Uprisfaig. 
and its flag' is now a plain tricolour (Ulster, still feudal, 
has its flab the AneUcan-Protestaht Cross of St. George). 

' It is interesttag to note thou^, that army flap or 
ensigns, and execuUve flap, tend to hariien back to a pre- 
bourgeois era, refledtog the inherent conservatism of the 
jndUtaiyiandithe execuUve 'power, even ta Uberai states.

In eastern Europe, socialist countnes have dther to- 

tafly eUminated the dd royal'flap or have modified them 
somewhat. Thus, of course, the Soviet Union and aU sixteen 
of its member republics have variants of the red haimna- 
andsickle flag, and Yugoslavia now has a brge red star

On the other hand, 
Albania lias in^thè ddublé-lieàiled é^^^ 
national hero, Scanderberg, but has added a red star above it 
Finally, the east German Democratic Republic retatas the 
Weimar flag, but with the addition of a liammer and com- 
-pass (stace it is considered an advanced- tadustrial socia- 
list state with little of a peasant population). 

There is, finally, one example of a 'non-flag' ta Euro- 
pe. Cyprus' flag is a map of the island on a sea of white, 
and reflects the Greek-Turkish division there, stace no 
apeement could be reached on vrfaat symbolism to tacor- 
porate. 

ta the Arab worid, flap reflect the clear-cut split 
in the region between feudal-Moslem re^es and those 
run by petty bourgeois radicals. Ihe radical reghnes tend 
towards horizontal tricolours of red, white and brown, with 
green stars ta the center (two for the United Arab Republic 
- Egypt, three each for ^rria and Iraq, and one for Republi- 
can Yemen; South Yemen - Aden - also has a variation of 
this flag). The feudal states tend towards Islamic symbols, 
especial the star and crescent (Royalist Yemen and many 
Trudal shdkdomSitaveivariants on this theme). Saudi 
Arabia, ^--««^««îsœi 



Asia too has bourgeois, feudal and sodaM OàpJMost 
of the feudal flap are found ta countries which were hievier 
officially European colonies, or retataed native rulers 
under Protectorates. The Laotian flag has a picture of the 
ancient rotas of Angkor Wat, and looks back to the glories 
of the Khmer ktagdom. Afghanistan has a mosque on its 
flag, and South Korea portrays the Ytag-Yang symbols, 
representtag the, unity of opposites ta Nature. Pakistan, 
though a new state, is of couise'to its very raison d'etre 
Islamic, and thus shows the star and crescent on a green 
background. The Rising Sun flag of Japan is also very ancient 
ta ori^, though national rather than feudal ta form. 

Certata Asian states do have more modem flap. The 
flag of -tadia is exceptionally ideological, stace it contains 
the whed of the Law of Dharma, representtag peaceful 
change, vriiich is also the sptantag wheel symbol of Mahat- 
ma Ghandi, the tadian religious-poUtical leader.. The five-, 
starred flag of the Union of Burma b based on the banner 
of the Anti-Fascbt Resbtance Movement of Worid War n 
(this government refused to jota the Britbh Commonwealth 
of Nations when Burma gataed tadependence ta 1948), and 
' the stars also represent the dbparate mtaority groups ta 
thb ethnically divided state, inoonesia, though an Islamic 
i\ation, also has a revolutionary tradition, and as such has 
a bourgeob flag (a red-and-white bicolour, the flag of the 
1929 National Movement). Finally, on Taiwan,''the Nationa- 
Ibt reghne retatas the Kuomtatang flag, with its 12-nyed 
sun ta the blue canton (upper left). 

,^IMany, Asian states are collections of peoples and areas, 
and'ttais is also reflected ta their flap. Thus, Ceylon has 
a 'tbree4n-one' flag - the Stahalese Royal Uon Flag re- 
presenttag the majority, and two coloured strips at the left 
for minorities. As for the Federation of Malaysia, its 14- 
starred and 14-striped flag represents the constituent prta- 
dpalities (and these feudal entities retata their own flap, 
mostly Islamic in form). 

The socialbt states ta Asia tend towards red starred 
flap. China has one large and four smaller stars ta the 
upper left^ representing the woridng class, petty bourgeoi- 
sie, tatdlectuab, small and middle peasants. North Korea, 
North Vietnam and tbe^National Liberation Front in South 
Vietnam all have varibtioiisTbf one red star on red and 
white badcpound. 

ta the Soutb^Fàdfiei^New. Zealand' and Australia, as 
befits nations^énratioiiiBliyV'réthnlcaUy^^^^ and 
economically bound to Great Britata, both have almost 
identical flap. - the Britbh ensign with the Southern Cross 
on blue background. 

ta Africa, many of the flap are totally artificial crea- 
tions, as much hybrids as the non-national states they re- 
present, and tadeed some look like the signal flap used 
by hi^vtày construction crews.^Fonner French colonies 
fike Cameroun, Dahomey, andGdna Have variations of the 
Tricolor, while some old Britbh areas have tribal symbob 
(thus, Kenya and Swaziland both have shidd and spears). 
Two old African states do have dbttactive flap. The an- 
cient Empire of Ethiopia has the Lion of Judah as the Em- 
peror's Standard, whOe Liberia (colonhxd by freed" Ame- 
rican slaves, and thus an almost unrecognized 'settler sta- 
te') has a flag which niost graphically iUustrates its colonial 
position - an exact replica of the U.S. flag, save with one 
star instead of fifty. 



^lion;backwanl country ta the region, 
and the' center of Mcâeînrâigibnî has not only a scbnitar 
on its flag but also the tascH^oh.' 'Ihere b no God but 
Allah, and Mohammed b hb Prophet'. 

A number of secular states, such as Algeria and the 
Turkbh Republic, abo' use the star and crescent, surpri-' 
stagly. 

The Mogen David flag of the State of brad and its 
coat of arms (a menorab) are both rdigious ta origta (the 
flag b based on the Jewish prayer shawl, the Talith), 
and reflect the pnsJacobta and pre-secular nature of Zio- 
nbm, bctag as it b an ideology based on a modem type 
of semi-rdigious messianism and reflecttag a people 
tribal ta origin, and as such religio-national (the union 
of the Jewbh people with the Judaic rdigion). 



The two vriiite settler states in Southern Afriôf South 
Africa and Rhodesia, though both theoretically not at pre- 
sent ta the Britbh Commonwealth, do have flap which 
betray their European orientation (and lack of African 
tafluence). The R^ubllc's flag is the old (pre-1795) flag 
of Holland,' and tacorporates ta mtaiature ta the center the 
Union Jadc^r^lbeJ^glbh) and the two Boer flap of the 
Orange Free*iSra£rand the Traibvaal. As for Rhodesia, 
since 1968 thb illegal regime has used as its flag ib 
old Britbh-style coat of arms (agata, feudal-corporate ta 
origta). ^ 

Among tateroational flap, the most famous of course 
are those of the Red Cross, (the reverse of the Swbs, flag, 
where it has its headquarters) and the United Nations ta 
map of the globe with olive branches signifytag peace). 
The red (socialbt), black (anarchbt) and white or blue 
(reaction or royalbm) flap abo have symbolic tatemational 
meantap, as does the fascbt Swastika flag of Nàri Germany. 

Flap are thus ta many ways quick 'tadicatois' of the 
hbtoty and present politics of vsuious nations, and are more 
than Just pieces of doth, ta that sense. When a nation asks 
people to 'die for the flag', it obviously wants a symbol 
representtag wiiatever ruling, class and ideology, rdgu^ 
at that moment. The flag represents the uses of stated'*-'-' 
power, and those that rule the state.
